To anewer the numerous inquiries ad- 
dressed to the Interior Department, the fol- 
lowing information is furnished reapectip 
the act of July 15, 1870, granting addition 
rights to soldiers desiring to enter home- 
steads on lands within railroad limits: 

Urder the original act only 80 acres, at 
$2 50, of land could be entered as a heme- 
stead. By the amendatory act any bonor- 
ably di-charged soldier, who bas served not 
less than ninety days in the military, naval, 
marine or revenue marine rervice during the 
rebellion, is entitled to enter as a homestead 
160 acres of $2 50 land, upon payment of 
the legal fee of $10, and the usual commis- 
sion on the cash value of the lands, allowed 
as compensation to the Register and Re- 
ceiver. 

The requirements as to the personal resi- 
dence upun and improvement and culciva- 
tion of the bomestead selected, are not 
waived or altered in any respect, they Py 
the fundamental conditions upoo woich ali 
the provisions of the ernginal homestead law 
and the acte amendatory are based.

Summer Conveniences. 


REFRIGERANTS, 


During the heated term all cooking ap- 
pliances are in demand ; hence we forego our 
narrative of fashions in dress, and chronicle 
some of the devices by which housekeeper 
preserve the good things of the table fresh 
and aweet. o begin with refrigeraters, the 
upright closet-shape ie preferable to flet 
chests, because in the former the ice is 
placed at the top, the provisions below, and 
the cold air descending produces a light, dry, 
cold temperature in the provision chambers, 
instead of the damp, heavy air that fille flat 
chests where the ice must be placed at the 
bottom. In arranging provisions in a re- 
frigerator the strongest Greet fruita should 
be placed lowest. Butter, fruits, and meat 
should not be permitted to come in contact 
with melting ice, as this hastens decay, To 
heep rine lined closets pure and clean they 
should have, besides their daily cleansing, a 
thorough wash with saleratus water once or 
twice a week. 

A new refrigerator is commended from 
the fact that ite temperature may be oon- 
trolled, Ite provision chamber may be made 
sufficiently cold to arrest deeay in the fruits 
and meats placed within it without freesing 
them, or it may be made cold enough to 
freese milk, wine, or water in a very short 
time, All moisture that would promote de- 
eay is frozen, leaving the air so perfectly 
dry that game and fruit have been preserved 
in it for wix weeks The ice is powdered 
and mixed with salt. There is a separate 
compartment for ioe for table use. From 
G5 to G55 ia the price, 

The Nonpareil continues in favor asa re- 
frigerator for family use. The ice chamber 
is at the top, the wire shelves for provisions 
below, It is lined with sine and filled in 
with cbarcoal, Small sizes of this patent 
are sold for $16; large ones are more ex 
pensive in proportion, as @ wine cooler, with 
separate lock and key, is attached to them.

Many other new and convenient things 
are shown at the bouse-furnishing storea.

This is a small tin cup 
with separate « ents for bread and 
cake, and a drawer for small cakes. The 
door, painted in imitation of papier mache, 
opens the full length of the uw and is 
fastened by a lock avd key. There are three 
tizes, costing from 63 to $450. A plate- 
draining rack is a series of wooden upright 
divisions with resets in front. The plates 
stand separated and edgewise between the 
pertitions, secure from being broken, and 
the water drains from them into a dish 
below.

Sun-Dial Mottoes.

San-dials are not abundant in land. 
They do not take kindly to the land of sha- 
dow and mist. They want the southern 
nooes of Italy and Greece to call them into 
being. They are plentiful on the 
Riviera. Some years ago in tra that 
mountain path from Cannes to Genoa, | en- 
countered so many, that I determined at last 
to copy their mottoes ; for each had its motto 
> those dials withow mt nding wo 
up at came t & ser- 


“sock es be, could’ take Sway, tare over, 


food to satisfy man's cravings.” Thas, covet- 
ing grosseer sustenance, he would receive 
mental food, and each time he looked at the 
clock, the chance was renewed of bis be- 
coming a wiser and a better man. The road 
rans up and down through boary olive- 
groves and purple vineyards; by hamlet and 
village on the mouctain slopes. » 
after day, at every village we passed, I drew 
up atthe market-place, and took down the 
motto from the sun-dial. It was usually 
written in good bold letters, over a white- 
washed » marked out with skeleton sha- 
dows, the hours in a circle. A long iron 
spike stood out at an angle from the wall to 
tell the time on the whitewgsh. 

How ancient an institution the eun-dial 
may be, we are not going to ask hero. It is 
very certain that King Ahas knew of it. 
Herodotus says the Babylonians first adopt- 
ed it as a measure the day. The old 
Egyptians seem to have done without a dial. 
Unless, indeed, those stately obelisks soar- 
ng HO Ge Sap Seneen 63 Se and Thebes, 
may have served as gnomons and pointers, 
whose shadows, travelling round on the 
plain, marked off the circling hours upon 
the desert sands, even as the solemn ruins 
now strewn beside them mark off millenni- 
ums on the sands of time. As for the mod- 
ern , they still bave a way—those 
Egypt, at least—of plan 


have seen a fellah leave his 
buffalo in the furrow, and with all the glee 
of a school-boy whose playtime was come, 
rush up to this primitive contrivance to see 
whether he might quit work—whether, in 
fact, the shadow was far e h advanced ; 
an illustration of the text, ‘‘ Like as the 
laborer earnestly desireth the shadow.” The 
first dial came into Rome 200B.C. And 
Piautua, in one of his comedies, rails at the 
new-fangled contrivance, He thinks it an 
aries anything but conducive to com- 
ort. 


‘* A plague upon the man who first found out 
How to distinguish hours. Plague on him 


too 
Who ia this place set up a sun-dial, 
To cut and hack my days so wretchedly 
Into smal! portions, When I was a boy, 
My etomach was my sun-dia!. One more 
sure, 
Truer, and more exact, than any of them. 
This dial told me when ‘twas proper time 
To go to dinner—when I had aught to eat. 
But, now-a-days, why, even when I have, 
I can't fall to unless the sua ae leave, 
The town's #0 full of these offensive dials, 
The greatest part of its inhabitants, 
Bhrunk up with hunger, creep along the 
streets.” 


By the side of the sunny, dusty road, just 
as you enter Nice, there is a homely cottage, 
with a sun-dial above a vine-mantled trellis, 
baving this motto written in Italian, in a 
rough hand: 


I go every night, and come back every morn- 
tag, 
But thou wit depart without ever returning. 


An echo to this is found in one I have else- 
where seen, appended to the evening hours 
on a wayside cadran : 


‘* Haste, traveller, the sun is sinking low, 
He shall return again, but never thou.” 


There is a quiet old Franciscan monastery, 
picturesquely perched on the top of one of 
the olive-clad hills behind Nice, in whose 
sunny cloisters 1 have beguiled many an after- 
neon chatting with the monks, The mid space 
is filled with early spring flowers, which the 
venerable fathers assiduously cultivate, 
make garlands of, and distribute to the lady 
visitors, who Peri-like cluster ruefully at 
the wicket gate of this cloister, but may not 
enter, Only men folk are permitted to go 
in, and these flowers, therefore, console the 
heartburnings of such as perforce stay out. 
Here, then, sitting under an arch’s grateful 
gloom in that monastic cloister, my glance 
used to fall upon the following motto, scrawl- 
ed upon a dial in monkisn Latia which I 
took to mean— 


Thy hour and mine hurries away. 


On the wall of the quadrangle above me, 
planted so as to catch the later sunsbine, 
and take up the parable, there was another 
with this inscription: 


dt fies and tarries not, 


While again, at an angle of the cloister be- 
neath the belfry, where the last glowing 
light of the setting sun could reach only in 
part, was another: 


The last hour lies hid. 


When the old monks tolled the Angelus, this 
dial was half in glvom, and the evening 
bourses were sbrouded in snade. 

ln a little village beyond Mentone we drew 
up our carriage to copy:

| A Simple Weather Gimes, 


| This little instrument, says the Journal of 
| Applied Chemistry, is prepared in the fel- 
| lowing way: 

Take a glass tube about ten inches in 
| length, and one inch in diameter, and fill it 
‘up with the following liquid: Two parts 
camphor, one part nitrate of potash, and 

one part sal ammonia, and dissolve in spirita 
| of wine, and add water until you have par- 
tially precipitated the camphor. The ex- 
tremity of the tube cau be left open or her- 
metically closed. The glass tube thus pre- 
pared is then fixed in « horisontal position 
against the wal! or a boar!, 

The changes in the weather are thus indi- 
cated ; 

1. If the weather is to be fine the composi- 
tion of the substance will remain entirely at 
the bottom of the tube, and the above 
liquid will be perfectly clear and trans- 
parent. 

2. Before the weather changes to become 
rainy the precipitate will rise by degrees, 
| and small cry+talizations, similar in shape to 
stars, will be seen to move about the liquid. 

8. When a storm is imminent, the precipi- 
tate will rise to tle top of the tube, assum 
ing the shape of a leaf, or an assemblage of 
crystals; the liquid will appear to be in a 
state of effervescence. his change very 
often takes place twenty-four hours before 
the change in the weather. 

4. The side from which the wind will blow 
in @ equall will be also indicated by the 
particles of the substance floating in the 
liquid, and assuming the shape of lung 
hairy needles. 

6. In the summer time, the weather being 
warm and dry, the crystalisstion will have 

a tendency to remain lower in the tube, and 

the liquid will also be more transparent. 

The amount of cxystalized particles that 
will be seen tloatieg in the liquid will be a 




















Model Matrimonial Advertisement.

Oct of doors in the ehade it 
stood at V5, and pot quite five degrees oigver 
in the sua, In the same pusition, with wet 
bulb, it stood at 98 8; and with bulbcovereu 
with white cloth, 99,5; aed with bulb cuov- 
ered with black silk at 109.56. Lad upon 
the grase in the sun is ruse to 104; upon 
white cloth in the sun 100.8, and upou biack 
silk 113, 
These experiments show conclusively the 
utilty of light-colored clothing for those who 
are obliged ty be exposed to the direct rays 
of tbe eun at bizh tewperatures—and the ex- 
periment with the wet bulb sbows cleariy 
the value of free perspiration of the body, 
which bowever, the observer fieds in bis own 
persun, votwitistacding a profuse persptra- 
tion «hile making these exycriment, to have 
risen to 100.7, which is about two degrees 
above the usual standard for cooler days.

Hew te Make Peultry-HBaising Pay. 
Mr. Warren Leland, of the Metropolitan 
Hotel, N. Y., who owns a farm at Rye, N. 
Y., and is a very successful raiser of poul- 
try, writes the Farmers’ Club his experience 
in the caro of fowls :— 

**[ have found that for every hundred 
fowls you must give up at least an acre. Bot 
rough land is as are as any. Hens na- 
turally love the bush, and I lop young trees, 
but leave a shred by which they live a year 
er more. These form hiding-places re- 
treats for them. In such places they prefer 
to lay. I bave great success, and it depends 
on three or four rules, by observing which I 
believe a good living can be made by bens 
and turkeys. 1, I give my fowls great range. 
Righteen acres belong to them exclusively. 
Then the broods have the range of another 
big lot, and the turkeys balf-a-mile or 
more from the house. The eighteen acres 
of poultsy-yard is rough land, of little use 
for tillage. It bas a 4 in it, and many 
rocks, and bushes, weeds, and sandy 
places, and ash-heaps, and lime, and bones, 
and grass, and a place which I plough up to 
give them worms, 2. When a hen —p 
i take her box, throw out the straw 
earth, let it be out in the sua and rain a few 
days, and give it a good coat of whitewash 
on both es. In winter, when it is very 
cold, | have an old stove in their house, and 
keep the warmth above freezing. There is 
aleo an open fireplace, where I build a fire 
in cool, wet days. They dry themselves, 
and when the fire goes out there is a bed of 
ashes for 7~ oe Deed Hpeene and 
winter, my bens have ashes, 
and sand, they want. ye ae 
why I have euch luck is because my poultry- 
yards reeeive all the scrape from Metro- 
politan Hotel. Egg-m is no easy work, 
and hens will nut do of it without 
high feed. They need just what a man who 
works requiree—wheat bread

APPLEs AND Rice.—The following receipt 
makes an excellent dish for either luncheon 
or supper, and, when eaten cold, it will be 
found acceptable in hot weather. It can be 
made with any sort of fruit. Wash some 
rice (the quantity must be regulated by the 
size of the dish), pour a little cold water 
over it, and set it in the oven until the water 
is absorbed in the rice. Then add a little 
milk, and work that in with arpoon. Place 
the dish again in the oven, keep work- 
ing in from time to time until the rice is 
soft. When this is the case, work in a few 
spoonsful of cream. Take rome good 7 
apples, pare, core, and quarter them 
= them in a tart-dish with sugar and the 
grated rind of alemon. Place the rice at 
the top, and bake in a moderate oven until 
the rice assumes a light-brown surface. 

To EXTRACT Gr EASE FROM SILK.—Scrape 
French chalk, put it on a grease-apot, and 
hold it near the fire, or over a warm iron, or 
water-plate filled with boiling water, The 
grease will melt and the French chalk ab- 
sorb it. Brush or rub it off; repeat, if ne- 
cessary. 

To wasn prints, de laines, and lawns, 
which will fade by using soap, make a starch 
water similar for starching prints; wash in 
two waters without any soap, rinse in 
water If there is green in the fabric, add 
a little alum to the starch water. 

Wasninc Mape Easry.—One pound of 
soap cut into a crock with balf an ounce of 
borax, and four quarts of water, set on the 
fire until diseolv The night before wash- 
ing day put your clothes to soak in clean 
a washing day wring them and 
put them in your kettle of water, and 


add one-fourth of the mixture; when they 


come to a boil, take them off, wasb and rinse 
them.
